During the time, the three grandsons; (Douglas, Floyd and Robert) ran it, two lean- 
tos and other sheds have been added and many other improvements have been 
made. One brother, Robert, was lost in the World War II. Then Floyd moved his 
interests to Idaho about 1960. It was about this time that Douglas put new white 
pine siding on the barn. It is well-preserved and kept painted white for its use for 
cows and as a dairy barn, with grain and hay storage.
